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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is responsive to the communication filed September 06, 2005. 

2. Per applicant's request, amended claims 1,4-9,12-15,17,20,23-33,38, and 42-47 
have been entered. Claims 1-47 are pending. 

3. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.
